To ran Editob of Tbb Crrun: 

Silt: It appears that Mr. John Espy 
of “Cold well occasi onally t ur ns fro m ^be 
boiler plate advertUementa to gaze over 
tbe oomiuunloatloos lo your valuable 
Journal, and be lias found my feeble 
protest agaloet the prudery which tears 
from the billboards and barns of bla town 
tbe pictures of aetreaaee, and against 
the Puritanism which deprives a woman 
of the privilege of selling hot ooffee lo 
tbe cold sou hungry motormeu. Tbe 
ladles of Caldwell must have little faith 
In tbe virtue of the men of that de¬ 
lightful retreat for the vlo Ima of Judi¬ 
cial prejudice, oouaumpllvea, aud others, 
If they fear the effect upon their morals 
of highly colored representations ol 
ahort-eklrted girls. 1 am called credu¬ 
lous by Mr. Espy, but wherein be does 
Dot cay, aud be does not deny the essen¬ 
tial trutbfulneaa of the New York Press 
Item. He admit* the state of affaire 
against which 1 wrote, and hie allega¬ 
tion of credulity la therefore pnlntleee 
It may be that I am credulous In some 
things; for Instance, In thinking that 
olergymen who would deprive a man of 
a cup of hot coffee on a cold day because 
that day le Sunday are capable of refor- 
melton, but I am out sufficiently credu¬ 
lous to permit them to oonvtnce me that 
a "holy" Sunday—tbe Venerable Day of 
the Sun—la more than tbe creation of 
men, or that It has any divine eauclloo. 

I am ala-j accused of a suspected fond, 
ness for sbo t-aklrted actressee. I plead 
guilty. I am fond of all glrle lo whom 
tbe milk of human kindness bae not 
been soured by a Puritanism which 
would let a man freeze on Sunday and a 
prudery which refuses a theatre tbe 
privilege of advertising Its plays. Thou¬ 
sands of people nightly look at tbe 
short skirted pereouagee themselves; 
and If they do that and preserve their 
morale Intact I fall to eee how a daub of 
printer's Ink cao rob them of their virtue. 

Mr. Espy thinks 1 ought to urge a 
holiday for the motormen on Sundays 
Instead of aaklog that they should have 
tbe privilege of procuring something to 
eat oo that day. If Mr. Espy thinks 
that the world’s commerce, activities 
and travel are to be suspended on Sun* 
days lo deference to tbe antiquated no¬ 
tions of Bebbetarlans, be la the credulous 
party Instead of myself. Back-number 
towns even In New Jereey will baTe to 
move up and keep along with tbe pro- 
eeeeloo. Tbe CiTizm'a plea for tbe 
suppression of 8-hday trolley trsffle 
through Bloomfield passed unheeded, 
and I do not think that Caldwell will be 
left without street railway faellltlaa to 
please a few mistaken people. I am 
acquainted with a few persona In tbe 
town wao are not Sabbatarians. It will 
be better to treat the motormen sod 
conductors kindly, and aaslat them In 
suppressing rowdytam on tbe line, tbao 
to make them the roemlee of tbe town 
by cutting off tbelr supplies. If Celd- 
ell dose not desire to be eubject to 
ridicule from tbe worldly It should not 
make Itself ridiculous. 

I am food of quoting the words and 
example of J-eue, because If the Bible 
Is plenarlly Inspired, and so of course 
Invrrant, there cau be no question that 
Saturday la our Habbalb aud Sunday a 
human Invention. To call Sunday the 
Sabbath Is erroneous. Ibete Is no di¬ 
vine authority for It at all. and no human 
authority for It tbe other side of Con¬ 
stantine. He selected tbe day because 
It was already a aaored day for bis peo¬ 
ple, and for tbe political reason that 
they could be more easily Indue d to 
observe It than any other day. But be 
expressly exempted rural communities 
like Caldwell from observing It. Mr. 
Espy appears to have done me tbe honor 
to read my eommunloatlona to tbe Citi- 
zen, and therefore he knows that I have 
frequently pointed out that the early 
Christiana worablpped on various days, 
the Jewish converts retaining tbe Satur¬ 
day Sabbath and others selecting tbe 
days moat convenient. The onjy reason 
for finally settling upon Sunday le, as 
every theologian worth quoting knows, 
that tradition ascribed the resurrection 
to that day, wi.loh alleged clroumstanoe 
U thought to have peculiarly bellowed 
It. Tbla, however. Is only a human 
thought, and, like all human thoughts, 
subject to modification and change. W» 
of Amerloa arc Indebted for our Sunday 
to tbe Scotch Ooveoantcra and English 
Puritans, wboaa notions were Imported 
by our aoceetors. It la a debt for whlob 
we owe them a grudge. The founders 
of Proteataotism denounced Sabbatar an- 
lam and the Sabbatirlanc roundly. The 
Catholics show more common sense on 
the subject than some of the Proteet- 
ante, though for political and business 
reasons they are now availing themselves 
of the Sunday superstition to Improve 
tbelr standing In the community. 

It grieve# me that Mr. Espy ahould 
thlok tnat I bold the clergy In acorn. 
I feel nothing but sorrow for tbe poor 
sod hardworking oountry clergyman, lot 
be knows nothing but what be waa 
taught In a theological school, where 
pebbles are polished and diamonds 


commercial spirit of tbe time Is too 
strong for that. Mam moo Is oo tbe side 
of rlgbteouanese, sod tbe worship of tbe 
almighty dollar offsets tbe worship of 

the* venerahi* Dky Hr rue bub. 

I often quote Jeeue, too, to ebow 
that the Master of all Christian* re¬ 
garded tbe Sabbath aa a day f r man. 
au Institution for the benefit nod use of 
man, and not for superstitious prostra¬ 
tion. and I challenge any Christian to 
abow auy authority for regarding It 
otherwise. Mr. Espy aaya that the 
oleigy have done a great deal for tbe 
cause of Christ, aud Implies that they 
should therefore control Sunday^ This 
I dispute. The clergy have done mo oh 
for themselves au<1 tb* profession, but 
If the cause of Christ Is tbe cause of 
humanity—a proposition from which 
they are not so likely to dissent as I 
am—they have hindered It, rather than 
helped It, by tbelr unnalurallam, their 
Sunday la's, their autos-da-fe. tbelr 
Inquisitions, their witch haoglnge snd 
burnings, tbelr tortures of heretics, 
their rejection of scientific discoveries, 
and opposition to human progress. The 
page# of history are red with tbe crimes 
against humanity of the two great 
Christian sects, au 1 the glare of the 
Area they built to consume nonconform¬ 
ists to creeds bae hardly faded from tbe 
sky of tbe Western world. Tbe last 
auto-da-fe waa no longer ago than 1826. 

I make no apology for criticising the 
public acts of any one. Whatever, etld 
Terence, concerus the welfare of man Is 
not foreign to I have a friend In 

New York who visits me occasionally. 
When be buys ble ticket be aska for a 
pasteboard to Glen Ridge and escape. 
If tbe Sabbatarians could bsve tbelr 
way In Caldwell I should dislike to move 
over to that town, notwithstanding Its 
many superlative advantages to the way 
of retreats an health resorts. Escape 
would be too difficult.
